In response to the Decision on Petition to Revive Unintentional Abandonment under 37 
CF.R. 1.137(b) dated December 25, 2007, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner 
reconsider his decision dismissing the Petition to Revive based upon unintentional 
abandonment in view of the attached materials and the following remarks. 

It should be noted that contrary to the statement in the last full paragraph on page 1 of 
the Decision, the undersigned did in fact make the statement that the entire delay was 
unintentional in the Petition filed July 12, 2007. 

The facts to support petitioner's statement that the abandonment was unintentional are 



1 . The above-Identified application was filed on March 5, 1999. 

2. On or about May 22, 2001, the undersigned submitted by e-mail a 
spreadsheet listing all cases which were to be associated with Customer 
Number 004372 and in which the undersigned's address was to be 
changed. Attached as Exhibit A is page 14 of this spreadsheet where the 
subject application is listed. The undersigned's new address and 
Customer Number Record change was of record under Customer 
Number 004372 as of January 31, 2001, a copy of the Notice of 
Customer Number Record Change is attached as Exhibit B.

9. On April 26, 2006, the undersigned received a telephone call from Ms.

10. On September 5, 2006, the undersigned file a Fifth Request for Status.

Attached as Exhibit J is a copy of the second Fifth Request for Status 
along with a copy of the stamped postcard receipt. 

12. On June 27, 2007, the undersigned was sent a PTO Letter which was in 
response to the Request for Status of March 9. 2007. In the Letter, the 
Petitions Examiner forwarded a copy of a Decision on Petition dated June 
8, 2005, in which the Petitions Examiner denied the Petition to Withdraw 
the Holding of Abandonment filed April 25. 2005. The undersigned notes 
that the Decision on Petition dated June 8, 2005, was sent to the 
undersioned's old address despite the numerous change of name and 
address notifications that had been filed with the Patent and Trademark 
Office prior to June 8, 2005.

This is a decision on the petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment filed April 25, 
2005, pursuantto37CFR § 1.181 (a). No fee is required. 

The application was held to abandoned for failure to timely pay the issue fee in response 
to the Notice of Allowance mailed December 3, 2001, A Notice of Abandonment was 
mailed May 2, 2002.
